As you will recall, the event which precipitated the above referenced dispute was the 
termination of the Complainants' water service by the City of Nicholasville based on their failure 
to pay their water bill and to repair their service line. Although no tangible proof was offered at 
the Informal Conference, it was disclosed by my client at that time that the bill in arrears had 
already been paid by a third party. 

Upon further investigation after the Informal Conferelice, my client discovered that not 
only had the bill been paid, but the service line has been repaired and the water service was 
restored to the property by the City o f f  icholasville on June 16, 2006. Enclosed is an e-mail 
fbrn the City of Nicholinsvilile's Director of Utilities, Tom Calkins, which verifies the foregoing 
information and a repair bill which Mr. Cdkins had in his file verifying the extent and cost of the 
repairs to the service line. 

This new information fiurther supports my client's refusal to provide service to the 
Complainants and it appears that it obviates the need for the C o ~ s s i o n  to prooeed further.
